His dt-aih occurred while his prov- 


ince in America was deeply invoivi-d 
in difficulties, and on learning of the 
proprietor's death a convention of the 
people o: Gorgeana was called. After 
discussing their rights, duties 
and 


difficulties, 
theft' resolved, with the 


people of Kiuery. Wells and the Isles 
of Shoals, to form a confederacy for 
the purpose of a joint 
government 


and mutual protection. 


This existed until 1652. when Massa- 


chusetts assumed control of the little 
colony and the city charter was re- 
voked, the name changed to York and 
incorporated as a town, the limits be- 
ing nearly the same as at present. 


It may be said in connection with 


the early settlement, that 
religious 


freedom was not the master motive of 
the greater number of the first 
set- 


tlers or" York, as it was in the case of 
the Massachusetts bay colonists. The 
men who came here did so at the bid- 
ding of Gorges and Avere to hold and 
populate the country for their lord 
Palatine. Hence, it -was not surprising 
that among the number were adven- 
turers and even a few reckless charac- 
ters. Another element that was added 
to the 
colony was a number of 


Scotchmen who, after the uprising in 
t>cotland about this time, though it 
advisable to seek 
new 
homes 
in 


America and a few of these came to 
York. A section of York is up to the 
present time known as the Scotland 
district and the descendants of Peirce 
Mclntire, Robert Junkins and other 
Scotchmen still reside there and have 
since the early settlement been prom- 
inent in town affairs. 


Mr. John Mclntire, a direct descen- 


dant of John Mclntire, who in about 
1645 
built 
the 
Mclntire 
garrison 


house, which is standing today in a 
good state of preservation, is the larg- 
est land owner in York. An idea of 
his holdings can be gathered when It 


The town of York, although not the 


first settlement by near]} 
seventy- 


seven years, enjoys the 
proud dis- 


tinction of being tho first city duly 
ncorporated in America. 


Most New England towns in cele- 


brating such events fjenerally date 
rotm the settlement, but it is not so 
with old York, for in Ui42, before the 
present town existed, there was 
es- 


tablished on the banks of the Aga- 
menticus river the city of Gorgeana. 


The town of York was 'formed from 


a portion of the territory granted by 
the Plymouth council in 1fi22. to Sir 
Fernando Gorges and 
Capt. 
John 


Mason, who spent over £20,000 in try- 
ing to establish sottlerricnts in Maine. 
York was settled about Ifi24 and was 
originally called'Agamenticus. It was 
endowed with a city charter and gov- 
ernment 
by Sir 
Fernando Gorges, 


March 1, 1642, under the 
name of 


orgeana, the first incorporated city 


within the limits of the United States. 


The inhabitants of Gorgeana had 


the power to elect a mayor and board 
of aldermen annually, to hold courts 
and erect fortifications. 


The first mayor was Thomas Gorges 


and the aldermen were Edward God- 
frey. Iloger Garde, George Pudding- 
ton, Bartholomew 
Barnett, 
Edward 


Johnson, 
Henry 
Simpson, 
Arthur 


Bragdon and John Rogers. 
Tho 
d<' 


soendants of these men are numerous 
in the town at present. 


In 
1621», Gorges (and Gaipt. John 


Mason divided their Interests, Mason 
taking for his part the land lying west 
of the Plscataqua river, and Gorges 
the eastern portion. 


Sir Fernando Gorges was ambitious 


to found a state to rival 
Massachu- 


setts, and It wa« with this Idea that he 
issued the charter as "Ixml 
of ye 


province of Mayne," 
changing 
the 


borough of AKa'inentirus 
Into 
the 


"citie'' of Gorgeana. 


On tho return of Thomas OorROH to 


BnKland, Roger Garde became mayor 
and he, dying in 1645, was succeed 
rd by Edward Godfrey.

Tho town of York suffered severely 


from depredations 'by the French and 
Indians, nearly the entire township 
being wiped out in 1692. The late Hon. 
Nathaniel Marshall, who was an au- 
thority on the history of the town, in 
his manuscript says: 


"This was a fatal year. On the 25th 


of January a descent was made by a 
body of Indians, at which time nearly 
all of the inhabitants on the north side 
of the river were either slain or taken 
prisoners or carried into captivity. 


'This town unlike the villages in the 


interior did not suffer much until this 
year 1692. All ot the property and ac- 
cumulations, town records, the result 
of seventy-five year'-s toil, were swept 
away, and loved ones were either slain 
or carried into captivity by tho 
In- 


dians, who were beyond a doubt urged 
on by the French, and it is a tradition 
not to be doubted that the Indians 
'ho made the attack were comonanded 
y French officers, perhaps in disguise. 


So far as known the torch was put 
o every house in the 
locality 
mcn- 


ioned. excepting only the the four or 
ive garrison houses, the meetinghouse 
ind the old jail." 


Another account is that the expedi- 


ion was equipped in Canada and that 
t consisted of nearly as many French 
is Indians, the whole expedition num- 
>ermg about 150 
persons, and that 


Yoik was the objective place of the 
attack. The expedition arrived during 
he nigtit and the party 
divided, 
a 


Frenchman and an Indian covering the 
he entrance to each dwelling, the at- 
ack to be made at daybreak. 
The 


>lan was successful and 
a 
general 


nassacre occured. among tho first to 
all being Rev. Shubae". Dummer, for 
hirty years the able and beloved min- 
ster. In less than one-half hour more 
ha/n 160 of the inhabitants had been 
dllerl or taken prisoners. The alarm 
o the residents on the south side of 
he river was given by Arthur Brag- 
;lon. Jr., a young man who was out 
ending his traps early in the morn- 
ng and learned ot the presence of 
he Indians They tied for their lives. 
Pursuit was made by men of Ports- 
mouth arid Kittery, but the Indians 
had too much of a start and were not 
overtaken. Among the prisoners tak- 
>n at this time was a youth, who, af- 
erward escaped and in later years as 
r*ol. Jeremiah Moulton in many ways 
avenged the massacre of his kinsfolk 
and neighbors, against the French and 
ndians. proving a perfect scourge to 
he latter. 


Other massacres took place in 17n3. 


when the family of Arthur Bragdon. 
Mrs. 
Littlefield and several men were 


killed by the savages. Other attacks 
were made up to 1712, when the In- 
lians made a descent on the town 
and killed and captured twenty-six of 
he inhabitants. Until the year 1740 
he Inhabitants used to attend public 
worship armed and ready to repel at- 
tack. 


The people of York took a promi- 


nent part. In the fight for independence 
Withintwen<y-four hours after the news 
of the battle of Ixexington 
had 
ar- 


rived a company of «i\ty men, armed 
and equipped under the command of 
Capt Johnson Moulton. had marched 
to join the troops around Boston. .Iiust 
prior to fhc declaration of indepen- 
dence the inhabitants of the town vo- 
ted that if congress 
should declare 


tho colonies Independent of Great Brit- 
ain they would pledge their llvos and 
fortunes <o sustain congress. 


Within tho borders of York arc sev- 


eral old landmarks. The principal one, 
of course, t« the old jail, which was 
built In 1fi5S, and Is probably the old- 
est public building of tho English col- 
onies In 'America. On the first floor 
Is a nwsslvo atone dunjceon and on tho 
floor above tho ccllB of hewn oak 
timbers with 
windows 
grated 
by 


double and triple rows of bars. To 
those prlwo-ners who could glvo bowl 
for the purpose was given the "liberty 


of the yard," consisting of certain pre- 
scribed territory each way from the 
jail, one of the limits being to the 
dour of the meeting house, "to the end 
Persons having the Liberty of the yard 
may attend Public worship." 


Tfce old records say that a school- 


master was imprisoned for inability 
'to furnish bond to keep the peace," 
and another also, styled "Gentleman," 
was punished for 
teaching 
school 


"without being qualified according to 
law'.' It was no unusual thing for a 
prisoner to be "sold for the term of 
three years to pay costs and charges." 
For upwards of two hundred years the 
old prison on the hill was used to 
punish breakers of the law, but now it 
is maintained by the York historical 
society as a museum of local antiqui- 
ties. 


Across the road 
a short distance 


from the jail is the 
Congregational 


church and old courthouse. The first 
Congregational church 
in York 
is 


presumed to have been organized as 
early as 1G62 by Rev. Shubael Dum- 
mer, 
who was killed by the Indians. 


The present church was built in 1747 
and remodeled in 1882. 


In 1732 the society voted 
to pur- 


chase a slave to be employed by Rev. 
Samuel Moody, 
and 
Sam 
Came. 


Richard Millbury and Joseph 
Holt 


were appointed agents to make such 
purchase. The parish assessors were 
instructed again in 1734 to buy the 
slave and deliver him into the hands 
of Mr. Moody, to be employed in his 
service during the pleasure of the 
parish. The following year the asses- 
sor was ordered to take charge of the 
negro until the next parish meeting. 
At the meeting held March, 1736, he 
was empowered to dispose 
of the 


negro to the best advantage. 


To the south of the meeting house 


lies the old burying ground, the rent- 
ing place of the people who have been 
identified with the history of old York 
for two and one-half ce'nturies. The 
space set apart for this purpose ha* 
long been overcrowded, and today the 
present generation walks and drives 
unwittingly over the graves of some of 
their ancestors. 


One grave tnat is commonly pointed 


out is the so-called "witch's grave." 
over which rests a heavy stone slab 
between the headstone and foot mark. 
No witch is buried here, the fact being 
that a woman died and was buried 
here over a century ago. 
Her 
hus- 


band, who was about to remove from 
the town, in order to prevent the hoga 
from disturbing the grave, had the 
heavy stone placed 
in its 
present 


position. 


Two of the colonial taverns remain * 


in the village, although 
both 
have 


ceased to be public houses for many 
years and are now commodious sum- 
mer homes, cocupied by descendants 
of the former owners. One( the old 
Wilcox tavern, is located near the old - 
jail, and was built by Norton Wood- 
bridge. During the time it was owned 
by Capt. Wilcox it sheltered under its 
roof many prominent men, famous in 
both state and national affairs, nota- 
bly John Adams and Jaaies Monroe. 
The house today is owned and occu- 
pied by Walter M. Smith of Stamford. 
Conn., who will be the president of 
the day. 


The other tavern is owned by Hon. 


Edward O. Emerson 
Penn. 
During 
the 


of 
Titusvilie. 


_ 
revolutionary 


period this house was kept by Paul 
Dudley Woodbndge, whose sign stat- 
ed that none but patriots 
would be 


furnished with 
entertainment. 
An- 


other house of historical interest is 
the one built by Hon. David Sewall, 
over a century ago. Judge Sewall was 
judge of the district court of Maine 
under the first four presidents, Wash- 
ington, Adams, Jefferson and Madi- 
son. It is now occupied by 
Rev. 


Frank Sewall of Washington, D. C., 
a great-grand nephew of the builder 
of the house. 


Of late yeara York has gained re- 


nown as a summer resort. This began 
in the early '70s when the first sum- 
mer hotels were built at York Beach, 
and at what is now known as the1 Har- 
bor. The first cottage to be erected at 
what is now known as 1-ong Beach 
was in 1865, and was built by Theo- 
dore Keene of Kittery. He sold it a 
few years later to Joseph Noyes of 
Somersworth, who still 
owns 
and 


passes a portion of each summer in 
the little brown cottage at the extreme 
end of Long beach. 


Since that time "what a change has 


taken place in the confines of 
old 


York, which as a summer colony is in 
four different sections: York Harbor, 
Long Sands (formerly York Beach) 
York Beac-h (formerly called Union 
Bluffs) and York Cliffs. Cottages', un- 
like the one Mr. Noyes 
has taken 


many years of enjoyment in, are now 
built. These are cottages in nam« 
only, costing from $10,000 to 130,000. 
and are far more 
pretentious 
than 


many city homes. Up to 1887 the only 
way of reaching York was by stage 
coaches from Portsmouth, ten miles 
away.

for stump blasting because they ex- 
plode with less suddenness, and their 
tendency is more to upheave than to 
shatter. Dynamite is very dangerous 
if carelessly handled: also if placed by 
inexperienced hands much of it is like- 
ly to be misapplied. Hence it will be 
safer and cheaper to employ experi- 
enced help in its use. 


Dynamite comes in cylindrical sticks 


of different sizes and lengths. 
The 


quantity fo use in blowing out a stump 
depends necessarily upon the size of ice 
stump. The charge, with cap and fuse 
attached, should be placed in a bole 
bored for the purpose as nearly as pos- 
sible under tbe stump. The bole should 
then be filled with earth and gently 
tamped. Then tbe fuse may be light- 
ed ami tho operator retreat beyond the 
range of flying fragments. 


It is generally conceded by those 


familiar witb dynamite that the most 
effectual destruction of' the stump is 
achieved by boring into it as low down 
as possible, thus adding considerably 
to tbe force of the explosion (see the 
cut). This method, however, adds to 
the time and labor and hence to tho 
cost per slump, while the more com- 
mon method of digging down by the 
side of the stump and hollowing out a 
place under it where the charge is 
placed will generally split up tbe 
stump sufficiently to make its removal 
an easy matter.—F. Williams, Jr., Vir- 
ginia.

There are great objections to having 


! to care for on the farm and haul to 
I tho factory a large bulk of milk when 


only the cream is needed, and au;\ sys- 
tem which does away with the seem- 
ingly useless labor of handling eight or 
ten pounds for the delivery of one will 
be most welcome. 
Bv-ides the ad- 


vantage of having to haul only a small 
amount instead of a large amount it is 
an advantage to have cream removed 
on the farm, so that skimmilk may be 
fed when fresh. The gathered cream 
system with deep set milk gives these 
results only partially. 


Small separators on tho farms of 


patrons nre becoming- numerous and 
are regarded as very advantageous by 


The skimmilk is thus made im- 


mediately available for feeding, and 
the cream alone needs to be cooled, 
cared for and hauled. This system ap- 
pears to be excellent in certain cases. 
It is a natural development of the 
cream gathering plan and if ultimately 
successful will bo widely adopted. It 
does away with the return to the farm 
of the spoiled contents of a filthy skim- 
milk tank, as well as the sometimes 
heated discussions as to how much" 
skimmilk belongs to the different pa- 
trons. Bnt the most important advan- 
tage is tbo use on each farm of its 
own skimmilk while fresh and sweet. 
Besides this it protects tho young stock 
from taking a disease which may be 
on a distant farm, whence the germs 
may be delivered to the creamery and 
carried away in the skimmilk to other 
farms. 


If the milk is to bo set for cream, it 


should bo aerated and set when warm. 
This should be done as soon as the 
milk is strained. If a machine is used, 
aeration takes place while it is passing 
through tho separator. Unless it is de- 
sired to ripen tho cream immediately it 
must be promptly cooled.—Ii. A. I'e^r- 
sou. .
